ABOUT THE LATEST SANSKRIT 
AND INDOLOGICAL STUDIES IN ITALY 


This contribution intends to produce an updated historical and 
bibliographical report about the activity of the different Italian 
Centres (Universities or Scientific Research Institutes) in which 
Sanskrit and Indology are taught and where researches are carried out 
by several groups of scholars. These researches, unitary as for the 
general theme, in some particular cases require specific and different 
competences (see the case of Dictionaries, for example). 

The objective analysis of the intrinsic nature of these researches 
leads to a clear identification of the scientific interests which charac- 
terize the different “schools”, and points out, among the most impor- 
tant disciplines, the following fields of research: Philology, Grammar, 
Linguistics, Vedic World and Vedanga, Dharma- and Artha-Sastra, 
Epics and Puranas, Sanskrit Drama, Kdvyas, Indian Thought and 
Culture, Social Life and Economic Conditions, Political and Legal 
Institutions, Arts, Religion and Philosophy. 

Within these broad categories the variety of themes multiplied 
more and more, and the single subjects of the different researches 
have been realized — in many cases — with great thoroughness as well 
as with uncommon and faultless methodological rigour. The increa- 
sing interest in Sanskrit and Indological Studies has determined, 
among other things, the progressive increase in the number of the 
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Universities and Scientific Research Centres where Indology and 
Sanskrit are being taught. 

The history of Indological Studies began in Italy in 1853, when 
the first chair of Sanskrit was founded and assigned to Gaspare 
Gorresio. This teaching has been taught uninterruptedly up to today. 
Diiring the years 1957-1992 this chair was held by Oscar Botto, foun- 
der and head for 31 years of the Institute of Indology, which became 
later the Department of Oriental Studies. O.Botto is the Author of 
many works in the fields of Social Law and Politics of Ancient India, 
Sanskrit Epics, Sanskrit Drama, History of Sanskrit Studies in Italy. 
Some of his articles have been recently collected in a volume (306 p.) 
edited by some of his talented pupils, Mariangela D’Onza Chiodo, 
Emanuela Panattoni and Stefano Piano (Torino, 1993). 

Some of his talented pupils are now holding, in Torino and 
elsewhere, the official chairs of various disciplines connected with 
Indological studies: Mariangela D’Onza Chiodo (pali and Buddhist 
studies), Emanuela Panattoni (Dravidian language and literature), 
Stefano Piano, who succeeded O.Botto. He is the Editor of an intere- 
sting “Biblioteca Universitaria Orientale” and with the collaboration 
of Pinuccia Caracchi and other pupils of him, has directed a com- 
prehensive research project in the field of Hinduism and Puranic 
Literature. First outcomes of a current research entitled “The Hindu 
holy city (Varanasi) in Puranic literature” have been already produced 
and inserted in a report produced by himself and A.Pelissero at the 
7th National Conference of Sanskrit Studies (Palermo, 20-21 maggio 
1993). Other researches occur in the field of Tantric literature, with a 
particular reference to yoga. The Enciclopedia dello yoga is intended 
to show to the cultured readers the status quaestionis and, at the same 
time, to lay the basis to a future research from a philological point of 
view. At the Dpt. of Oriental Studies, some important researches are 
carried out by another pupil of Oscar Botto, Prof. Mario Piantelli, a 
very learned scholar in the field of Indian Philosophy, author of a 
recent translation, with introduction and notes, of Srigankaraicadryaca- 
rita by Govindanatha (Torino, 1994). At Turin equally exellent and 
noteworthy are the scientific activities of the Cesmeo (International 
Institute for Advanced Asian Studies), directed by Irma Piovano, a 
renowned pupil of Oscar Botto, who has edited the Daksa-smrti, the 
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first volume of the Series of “Corpus Juris Sanscriticum” and now is 
attending to the critical edition of the Kamadndakiya Nitisdra; Dr. 
Piovano is also editing the “Orientalia”, a new and relevant Series of 
. Oriental Studies; seven vols. have been hitherto published: among 
' them Max Weber e Il’India [by O. Botto, H. Bechert, D. Conrad, J.M. 
Derrett, K.H. Golzio, D. Kantowsky, L.P. Mishra, J. Rosel] (1986), 
Lexicon Phytonimicum (Therapeutica ex Susrutasamhita), by M. 
‘Vittoria Macri (1988), King Siidraka and his Drama, by Biswanath 
Banerjee (1994). At the Cesmeo O.Botto directs (as Editor in chief) 
some noteworthy research-projects: to quote a few of them, the com- 
pilation of the first Dizionario Sanscrito-Italiano, a work started 12 
years ago (200.000 entries received so far), in collaboration with 
Professors K.V.Sarma, Satya Vrat Shastri, J.P.Sinha, Pierre-Sylvain 
Filliozat, Romano Lazzeroni, Carlo Della Casa, G.R. Franci, S. Sani, 
I. Piovano, V. Mazzarino, R. Perinu, V. Agostini, T. Pontillo; the 
above mentioned Critical Edition of 75 “Minor Sanskrit Texts on 
Social and Religious Law” (Corpus Juris Sanscriticum) with the col- 
laboration of I. Piovano (Torino), K.V. Sarma (Madras), Richard W. 
Lariviére (Austin, Texas), J. Fezas (Groslay), J.P. Sinha (Lucknow), 
Satya Vrat Shastri (New Delhi); the editions of the “Indologica 
Taurinensia”, Official Organ of the International Association of 
Sanskrit Studies (last volume 1995) and of the “Pubblicazioni di 
Indologica Taurinensia “(22 vols. so far-:published); the edition of the 
“Proceedings of the National Conferences of the Associazione 
Italiana di Studi Sanscriti”, located in Torino (where it was establi- 
shed in 1976); and lastly -he is editing a new “Italian Translation of the 
Valmiki-Ramdyana”, with the collaboration of V.Mazzarino (Bala- 
kdanda), O.Botto-I.Piovano (Ayodhyd-k.), C.Della Casa (Aranya-k.), 
A.Pellegrini Sannino (Kiskindha-k.), S.Sani (Sundara-k.), S.Piano 
(Yuddha-k.), M.Piantelli (Uttara-k.). 

Still at the Cesmeo a research on Indian Epic is held with the 
financial support of Consiglio Nazionale delle Ricerche. 

Another renowned Centre for Indological Studies is in Rome, at 
the University “La Sapienza” (Dpt. of Oriental Studies) where the late 
Giuseppe Tucci and Mario Bussagli used to teach for many years and 
where, among others, is now working Raniero Gnoli, one of the most 
renowned sanskritists. At this Dpt. some important researches are car- 
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ried out: the “Buddhist Tantric Schools” (in particular, dealt with their 
yoga techniques, very different from the Patafijali’s ones); “Late 
Indian Buddhism: Kalacakra school”: this research aims to study the 
gnostic school of Kalacakra that received influences from Manicheism 
and Islam and opened the last phase of Indian Buddhism; “Last phase 
of Indian Buddhism: adamantine vehicle and the time wheel”(a 
Collection of an important group of texts of the Kalacakra school); 
“Unpublished works of the Recognition Sivaite school” (it intends to 
edit and translate mss. of unpublished works written by the 
Pratyabhijfia school and, in particular, by Utpaladeva); “Works of 
Kashmirian Sivaism in the South-Indian manuscripts”. Another pupil 
of R.Gnoli, Vincenzina Mazzarino, the author of a valuable transla- 
tion of the Dhvanydloka, also collaborates with this Department. 

In Rome there is also-the well-known Institute ISMEO (now 
Is[AO), of which Giuseppe Tucci was President for many years; Prof. 
Gherardo Gnoli is now President. It is at this Institute that the volu- 
mes of one of the most famous Series, the “Serie Orientale Roma”, 
are published. Its titles include basic and prestigious works in the field 
of Sanskrit and Indological Studies. 

At the Dpt.of Linguistics of the University of Pisa, Sanskrit 
researches are carried out by Romano Lazzeroni, an eminent scholar 
who has expressed some excellent scholars like Saverio Sani — a.bril- 
liant Vedas’ and Sanskrit scholar who now teaches Sanskrit at the 
University of Genova — Daniele Maggi, who teaches at the University 
of Macerata, and Chatia Orlandi, teacher of Indology at Univ.of Pisa 
and author (in collaboration with S.Sani) of a valuable translation of 
the Hymns of the Atharva Veda. At the University of Pisa 
R.Lazzeroni directs the following researches: “Grammar relations 
between Sanskrit and Indo-european”: dealt with Sanskrit comparati- 
ve grammar (with particular reference to the verbal system), analysis 
of the texts, research on the nominal system with reference to the 
middle-Indian tradition too; “Paleo-Indian lexicon”, with the collabo- 
ration of Paola Carducci, Claudia Ciancaglini, Ch. Orlandi: this 
research is inserted into a precise sectorial competence within the 
undertaking of the first Sanskrit-Italian Dictionary edited by Oscar 
Botto (Torino). The local committee of Pisa will have to carry on.the 
filing and the processing of the Vedic documents, to collect and arran- 
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ge the lexicographic informations occurred in various publications; to 
check the lexical value of every single headword (the existing dictio- 
naries don’t take into account the Vedic exegesis acquirements of the 
last ten years) with studies based on the texts; to process the whole 
Atharvavedic material; “Genesis and progress of grammar catego- 
ries”, with the collaboration of Stefania Scaglione, Claudia Soria, 
E.Magni: Investigation of cognitive processes underlying grammati- 
calization phenomena, of systematic conditions which produce them, 
and of strategies of integration of such phenomena into the systems of 
Indoeuropean languages. 

At the University of Pisa there is also a very productive chair of 
Dravidian Languages and Literatures, held by Emanuela Panattoni, 
formerly a Sanskrit scholar at the School of Torino, where she was a 
pupil of O. Botto. 

_ At the Institute of Comparative Philology and Oriental 
Languages of the University of Milano, Sanskrit is taught by Carlo 
Della Casa, one of the foremost Italian Sanskritists, author of an 
important translation of the Upanisads; under his guidance the re- 
search on “ Conservativism, innovation, synthesis: attitudes, aspects, 
forms of the religious, literary, artistic debate in Indian culture” is 
carrying out: the purpose of this research, to which Fabrizia Baldis- 
sera, G.Boccali, Giorgio Renato Franci, Mastromattei, S. Sani and 
Agata Pellegrini Sannino collaborate, is to verify how and when the 
innovation occurs in poetry, language, religious and artistic field, and 
various attitudes towards life. Within this research, at the University 
of Palermo A.Pellegrini Sannino, a pupil of C. Della Casa, investiga- 
tes both the reflection of religious-philosophical conceptions in 
Sanskrit literary works and the limits and the methods of the reelabo- 
ration or unification of materials of different origins carried out by 
religious movements. 

At the “Universita Cattolica del Sacro Cuore” of Milano, clever 
young exponents of the rising generation are working: here Sanskrit is 
taught by Paolo Magnone, a Purdnas’ scholar. Tiziana Pontillo, the 
author of a small but very useful Sanskrit-Italian Dictionary (for stu- 
dents), also collaborates with this University. 

At the Istituto Universitario Orientale - Dpt. of Asiatic Studies - 
Napoli, Sanskrit language and Literature are taught by Fabrizia 
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Baldissera, who recently has translated Kathdsaritsdgara, with the 
collaboration of V.Mazzarino and M.P.Vivanti (Torino, 1993). In the 
same Institute are taught the following subjects: Archaeology and 
History of Indian Art (Maurizio Taddei), Hindi Language and 
Literature (Shyam Manohar Pandey and Umberto Nardella), Urdu and 
Persian (Rahim Raza), Religions and Philosophies of India (Pio 
Filippani Ronconi - now retired). 

At the Dpt. of Indological and Far Eastern Studies of the 
University of Venezia, some important researches are carried out 
under the authoritative guidance of Giuliano Boccali, a scholar on 
kavya: “Essential points in the classic Indian Literature”, with the col- 
laboration of Cinzia Pieruccini, Antonio Rigopoulos, Nicoletta Celli, 
Guido Pellegrini, Daniela Rossella, Stefano Zacchetti: a study, within 
the whole kdvya production, of some conventions of particular literary 
and aesthetical importance; “The literary conventions of Ancient 
India”, with the collaboration of C.Pieruccini, A.Rigopoulos, N.Celli, 
G.Pellegrini, D.Rossella, S.Zacchetti: filing of the literary conven- 
tions (themes, motifs, situations, characters) well-documented by the 
classical literature and by their possible vedic, epic, traditional and 
canonical antecedents; the setting up of “Index of the poetic expres- 
sions in the classic Indian Literature of the origins”, research directed 
by G.Boccali and Bernhard Kélver, with the collaboration of 
Nicoletta Celli, Guido Pellegrini, Catharina Kiehnle. 

At the University of Bologna — Dpt. of Linguistics and Oriental 
Studies — Sanskrit is taught by the well-known Sanskritist Giorgio 
Renato Franci, author of important studies on bhakti, on Vedanta and 
on the History of Indology. At this Dpt., Sanskrit studies are also car- 
ried out by Laura Piretti, author of interesting studies on the sati (a 
book, 1991, and some articles, 1994-95) and Alessandro Passi, author 
of Italian version of some Aévaghosa’s works (Buddhacarita, 1979, 
and Saundarananda-mahakdavya, 1985) and, recently, of some studies 
about the female Sanskrit poetry. 

At the University of Genova Sanskrit is taught by Saverio Sani 
who directs the following researches: “Paleo.and middle Indian lexi- 
cal Studies”, with the collaboration of Rosa Ronzitti: the research 
aims to explain and classify the most culturally remarkable expres- 
sions and terms with the setting up of researches and preparatory 
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works based on the most ancient forms of Paleo Indian (Vedic texts) 
and middle-Indian (Asoka inscriptions); “Cohesion in ritual and reli- 
gious texts in paleo and middle Indian”, with the collaboration of 
Enrica Salvaneschi and Rosa Ronzitti: we have here an interesting lin- 
guistic analysis of the most important examples of religious literary 
productions in Ancient India to find out the ways through which the 
cohesion within the different typologies of texts (eulogistic, execrator, 
exorcistic, doctrinal, apologetic) is accomplished. 

At the University of Palermo, the chair of Sanskrit is held by the 
well-known scholar Agata Pellegrini Sannino, a pupil of Carlo Della 
Casa. A.Pellegrini Sannino directs the following researches 
“Religious-philosophic reflections in Indian Sanskrit literature”, that 
analyses both the influence of thought movements on Sanskrit literary 
works and the development of conceptions and ideologies from the 
Vedic period to the subsequent Hinduism in the background of the 
main question about the legitimacy of the ancient and sacred Vedic 
tradition interpretation made by the following scholars and commen- 
tators; “Kalivarjya, forbidden customs in medieval India”, with the 
collaboration of C.Della Casa: the research, based on the texts, 
intends to verify remarkable changes in religious ideas, in practical 
life and to study ideological and practical reasons occurred in the evo- 
lution, or even in the prohibition of customs and practices from the 
Vedic to the Medieval period; “Tradition and innovation in ancient 
Indian culture”: the research analyses the evolution of religious-philo- 
sophical-ideologies, in order to get the persistence of traditional topics 
and the presence of innovating elements and to verify how they go 
together with the tradition. 

Sanskrit is also taught at some other universities. At the Institute of 
Linguistics of the Faculty of Letters of Cagliari the chair is held by 
Anna Radicchi, author of many noteworthy studies concerning Sanskrit 
grammar, at the University of Basilicata (Dpt. of Historical, Linguistic 
and Anthropological Sciences) the chair of Indology is held by a very 
learned scholar, Fabio Scialpi. At the University for Foreigners of Siena 
Marina Benedetti, a Vedas’ scholar, teaches General Linguistics; at the 
University of Trento, Sanskrit is taught by another pupil of C.Della 


Casa, Cinzia Pieruccini, author of Italian translations of some important | 


Sanskrit works (Dasakumdracarita, 1986; Kamasiitra, 1990). 
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This survey allows to discern, within the various fields, an evi- 
dent inequality as to the number of the contributions, which is obviou- 
sly due to the greater or smaller interest inspired by the different 
fields of research. On the basis of an albeit rapid examination it is 
quite easy to infer that the foremost field of research is that pertaining 
to the sphere of the Religion and Philosophy, followed — at a certain 
distance — by the studies concerning the Vedic world and Veddnga, 
and then by those related to Philology, Grammar, Linguistics, 
Lexicology, Rhetorics, connected with Sanskrit as a language and 
with the classical Sanskrit literature; then come researches on the tri- 
varga and on Epic literature (Ramayana and Mahabharata) and on 
the Purdnas;.even less interest — at least on the basis of the present 
enquiry — finally seems to be aroused by, respectively, studies on the 
history of Indology, on biographical and bibliographical subjects as 
well as on those concerning the various Prakrits, mediaeval and 
modern literatures, the Dravidian languages and literatures, the tea- 
ching of the Indian languages and the performing and visual arts. 

The narrowness of the space at disposal does not allow me to 
provide a complete list of all the works which have been published in 
the last years in the field of Indological and Sanskrit Studies. In the 
present paper, however, having given notice of the Institutions and 
Research Centres where Sanskrit is being taught and where Research 
Projects are in progress, I point out only some of the most recent and
